WHALING EXTRAORDINARY. 


Mouth of East 


River, Matthews. 
County. 


From a private letter received in 
our city Saturday night, and fn the 
hands of Robert Freeman, E:q., we 
are put in the possession of informa- 
tion relating to the canture of ten 
whales oa the bay shore of Mathews’ 
county on Friday morning. The 
facts are, tnat during the storm of 
last Thursday night, a school of 
whales, ten in bumber, were driven 
into the mouth of the East river, in 
Mathews county, opposite the farm 
of Mr. Robert White. At this point 
« long sand bar makes out, called 
Pultz’s Bar, and it is thought the 
whales were driven over the bar on 
high tide, and were afterwards una- 
ble to get away. The letter states 
that intense excitement prevailed, 
and that immense crowds of people 
visited the scene. The fishermen in 
the neighborhood, and along the 
line of the coast, turned out Friday 
and killed them, and at the hour the 
letter was mailed, the eacitement 
was fever heat. The letter received 
simply mentioned tbe fact and lo- 
caljty, with the statement of the ex- 
citement created.

The Louisiana Cruikshank and the | 
Kentucky Election Cases 
at Last. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—The 
fllowiog ease was decided in the 
Supreme Court to-day : No. 349. The 
United States plaintiffs in error, V8. 
Wiliiam J. Cruikshank, William D. 
Irwin and John P. Hodaot. Io error 
tothe Cireuit Court of the United 
States for the District of Louisiana. 
Mr. Chief Justice Wait delivered the 
“meee of the court. 

This case comes here with a certi- 
‘ficate by the Judges of the Circuit 


Court for the District of Louisiana 
that they were divided in opinion 
upon a question which occurred at 
the hearing. It presents for our con- 
sideration an indictment containing 
sixteen counts divided into two series 
of eight counts each, based on section 
six of the enforcement act of May 
31, 1870. That section is as follows: 

That if two or more persons shall 
band or conspire together or go in 
disguise upon the public highway or 
upon the premises of another with 
intent to violate any provision of this 
act or to injure, oppress, threaten or 
intimidate any citizen with intent to 
prevent or hinder his free exercise 
and enjoyment of any right or priv- 
ilege granted or secured to him by 
the Constitution or laws of the Unit- 
ed States, or because of his having 
exercised the same, such persons 
shall be held guilty of felony, aod 
on conviction thereof shall be fined 
or imprisoned, or both at the discre- 
tion of the court, the fine not to ex- 
ceed five thousand dollars and the 
imprisonment not to exceed ten 
years and shall moreover be there- 
after ineligible and disabled from 
holding any office or place of honor 
profit or trust created by the Consti- 
tution or laws of the United States. 
16 Stat., 141. The question certified 
arose upon a motion in arrest of

United States. If it does not so ap- 
‘stn ar the criminal matter charged 
as not been made indictable by any 
act of Congress. We have in our 
litical system a government of the 
nited States anda government of 
each of the several States. Each one 
of these governments is distinct from | 
the other, and each has citizcns of 
its own who owe it allegiance and 
whose rights within its jurisdiction 
it must protect. The same person 
may be at thesame time a citizen of 
the United States and a citizen ofa) 
State, but his rights of - citizenship 
under one of these governments wil! 
be different from those he has under 
the other. The duty of a govern- 
ment to afford protection is limited 
always by the power it possesses for 
that purpose. Experience made the 
fact known to the people of the 
United States that they required a 
national government for national 
purposes. ‘The separate govern ments 
of the separate States, bound together 
by the articles of confederation, alone 
were not sufficient for the promotion 
of the general welfare of the people 
in respect to foreign nations or for 
their complete protection as citizens 
of the confederate States. In this case 
the conclusion is irresistible that 
these counts are too vague and gen- 
eral. They lack the certainty and 
precision required by the established 
rules of criminal pleading. It fol- 
lows that they are not any and suffi- 
cient in law. They are - defective 
that no judgment. of  ditvielion. 
should be pronounced upon them. 
The order of the Cireuit Court ar- 
resting the judgment upon the ver- 
dict is therefore affirmed and the 
cause remanded with instructions to 
discharge the defendants. Mr. Justice 
Clifford dissented from the opinion 
but concurred in the judgment.

Tvurspay March, 30 1876. 

Court met at 10 o'clock, Geo. 
W. Swepson, witness for Tur- 
ner, still wpon the stand. 

Q—Why was the judgment 
on the Bond given to repay to 
you (Swepson) the money that 
you advanced for the purchase 
of the Sentinel, taken in the name 
of R. Y. McAden as plaintiff 
instead of being iaken in your 
name? 


hands of Judge Merrimon and. 


as other judgments were being 
taken against Mr. Josiah Turner 
Sr., I desired that judgment 
should be taken on this Bond 
also. I instructed Mr. Rosen- 
thal to have the case managed 
in Orange Court, as Mr. Josiah 
Turner, Jr.. might direct. Mr. 
Rosenthal informed me he sent 
the note at the request of Mr. 
Josiah Turner, Jr., to Mr. Stray- 
horn, Mr. Turner’s Law Part- 
ner, to take the judgment. I 
cannet say why it wastaken in 
the name of Rufus Y. .WeAden. 
Perhaps Mr. Strayhorn can ex- 

lain it. The note has never 

en as signed to Mr. JMcAden by 
me, although I had some vear 
or two before promised Mr. Mce- 
Aden to set apart that debt to- 
gether with some others to re- 
pay him moneys he had ad- 
vanced for me. When I[ un- 
derstood the judgment had 
been taken in the name of R. 
Y. MeAden I made no objection 
because I was then and am now 
largely indebted to Mr. McAden. 
When that debt is collected, if 
at all, I expected ZceAden to 
credit me with the amount so 
collected. 


Q—Have you any letters 
from yourself to Mr. Josiah 
Turner, Jr., concerning the 


matters and transactions be- 
tween yourself and him which 
have been referred to herein? 
If you answer yes, produce let- 
ters, that the same mav_ be 
copied and filed as a part of 
your evidence in this case. 

A—-I have found some of the 
letters which I herewith hand 
to the Court. I think I have 
others which I have not been 
able to find as I have had very 
little time to look for them. 
They are marked, B 1, 2 and 3. 

[The letters were read by Col. 
T. C. Fuller to the Court. ] 

Q—Mr. Turner has said _ that 
he indiguantly rejected the 
ee made to him by Dr. 

lacknall to purchase the Sen- 
tinel, State whether, after that 
time, Mr. Turner proposed to 
dispose of the Senfinel to you? 
if you answer that he did, state 
when, where and ali about it? 

A—Some weeks after the 
eleetion in 1872, but before the 
time when the Sentinel office was 
blown up, I was in Raleigh in 
the Yarborough House after 
supper and Mr. Josiah Turner, 
Jr., came into my room and re- 
marked “I am now ready to 
lease the Sentinel. If 1 prepare 
to do the public printing I shall 
have toexpend about $2500,00 
and I haven’t got the money, 
or words to that effect; my re- 
ply (as well as I can recollect, 
was as follows.) “Mr. Turner, I 
don’t know any one who wishes 
to either lease or buy the Senti- 
nel now.” Mr. Turner very soon 
turned and left the room, I 
would like to state if the Court 
will permit me to do so, the 
reason why I recollect this so 
distinctly: it was because of my 
surprise at J/r. Turner’s wish 
to lease the Sentinel, and I men- 
tioned this matter very soon af. 
terwards to Rufus Y. McAden 
and my wife and I have had 
frequent conversations about it 
since with my wife and Mr. 
McAden. 

RE-DIRECT BY TURNER. 

Q— What message, did Dr. 
Blacknall bring you from my 
room when he was sent to buy 
the Sentinel in 1872 ” 

A—TI did not understand that 
Dr. Blacknall was sent to buy 
the Sentinel. I understood that 
that he was sent to see if Mr.

Turner would sell it. I do not 
remember exactly what he said 
but understood that Mr. Turner 
declined to sell. 

Q—Was the message delivered 
to you or Capt. Robinson, or 
who? 

A—I cannot remember exact- 
ly to whom it was delivered, as 
I have before stated in my di- 
rect examinatien, there was a 
good deal of talk about the Ho- 
tel on this matter of the pur- 
chase of the Sentinel for the 


Democratic party and they de- 
editor, erwards learned 


that Afr. Turner himself was in 
the meeting of the Democrats 
heretofore mentioned in my ex- 
amination at which meeting 
Gen. Daniel Barringer pre- 
sided. 

Q—What was the date of the 
last money transaction you had 
urner? 

—The rs already fur- 
nished vill aan, if you let me 
see them I will state the exact 
time. From the account before 
me I think the last money 
transaction between Mr. Turner 
and myself, was in July 1869. 
I stopped loaning Mr. Turner 
money; then trangactions be- 
tween us ceased and we have 
hnd no transactions since, that 
I can remember. If there has 
been any since that time I do 
not now remember. 

Q—What was that tranac- 
tion ? 

A—The last transaction re- 
ferred to as well as I remember 
between Mr. Turner and myself 
as beingin July 1869, was my 
haying to take up an aceeptance 
of Mr. Turners dated the 15th 
of May 1869 and due 60 days 
date. 

Q—What notes and how 
many other evidences of debt 
have vou filed in this case 
against Turner which had been 
paid 

A—lI know of twe. One an 
order of Turner’s for $210,00 
requesting me to send that sum 
of money to Brown, Parks & Co. 
The other a Draft of Turner’s 
for $300 payable to a man by 
the name of Monteiro and I 
stated at the time offiling them 
here that they had been paid 
and I also filed a copy of a let- 
ter going to show that they had 
been paid, and I delivered them 
or directed them to be delivered 
ress of this 
trial. If any of the other 
vouchers have ever been paid I 
de not know it. The account 
as made out by Rosenthal who 
kept my accounts shows that 
these last mentioned vouchers 
have not been id. Theac- 
count also shows that no claim 
was made against Turner for 
Brewn, Parks & Co., matter or 
the Monteiro Draft. 

Q—Did you make an assign- 
ment, and when, of all your per- 
sonal and real estate and debts 
and chose in action? To whom, 
and where? 

A—I never did; I made a deed 
of trust on nearly all of my real 
estate situated in the counties 
we-t of Salisbury, N. C; and on 
nothing else. 

Q—Did you loan money to 
Turner with a view to corrupt or 
procure his services as & man, or 
editor ? 

A—I did not—I loaned Mr. 
Turner the money because I 
liked him, and desired to aid 
him, and I thought he was a 
friend of mine and would repay 
me money loaned. 

Q—The order for $90, to be 
paid to Major Gales in 1868 was 
not that made in view of the 
fact that it was to be paid out 
of the proceeds of the $5000,00 
bond in the possession of Judge 
Merrimon ? 

A—The account as made out 
by Mr. Rosenthal I suppose 
shows all thé money advanced 
to Mr. Turner by me from Nov. 
14th, 1868, to July 1869, and 
this $90, referred to, is the fourth 
item in the acceunt, and I un- 
derstood it to be, and it was, a 
part ef the money for the pur- 
chase of the Sentinel and to run 
the Sentinel.

I understood from my attorney 
it had not been decided. I am 
now to-day informed by my

is letters that I should be paid 
if any bedy was, or words of 
that effect, whether er not other | 
parties were then making appli- 
cation for the payment of their 
bonds I do not know. 

Q—Did you ever receive pay 
for bonds or anything else con- 
nected with the Road during 
Mr. Turner’s administration ex- 
cept through the Treasurer or 
through a legal aud proper 
channel ? 

A—I never did. 

Q—Did Mr. Turner refuse te 
pay one of the bonds you pre- 
sented because a bond of that 
number, amount and date of the 
one you presented was reported 
by a committee to have been 
cancelled and burnt’ . 

A—I do not knew whether or 
not Mr. Turner had anything 
to do with the refusal of the 
‘Treasurer of the Road to pay me 
one of the bonds which I sent 
up for collection, I sent up 
several bonds for collection; the 
Treasurer returned one saying 
a bond of that amount and date 
was reported by thesinking fund 
commission of the Road as 
having been paid and burnt. I 
at ence returned the bond so re- 
turned to me,I at once returned 
that bond to Mr. Mendenhall of 
Greensboro who had sent me a 
number of the bonds of the R. 
R. uesting me to collect 
them for him. I had no_ interest 
whatever in the bond which 
they refused to pay.

I do 
have an interest in itand I have 
had to employ counsel to attend 
to this suit and had to pay bim 
for doing so and McAden will 
give me credit for the moneys 
en my debt to him as_ the 
amounts are collected.

real owner of the judgment be- 
cause I get no credit from Me-
